I have a friend locally, well, out on rural side of Austin, who feeds all 
his antennas with open wire line, using power co. surplus insulators! 


He has a big bus coming along the ceiling of his ham shack; it has 
junctions with knife switches to select various antennas to the common bus 
to his rig. 


You open one knife switch, and close another, and make sure all the unused 
antennas knife switches are open. Works great, and very visual, you can 
look up and see the various states of connections. He got some of the old 
large double pole knife switches, but at QRP, there are little plastic ones 
sold by Home Depot and such hardware stores. They keep them over in the 
specialty hardware , which is all that stuff in the wide drawers or plastic 
bins. 


It will be same place as mirror supports, and bronze bearings.

Ken, 

Actually there is, once you have a distance that is in fractions of 
wavelength at the frequency; but usually you do not see it, because you have 
to have the ground plane close, to connect the width of the feeder 
conductors to the ground plane on one side, and the bottom of vertical 
element on the other. 


In other words, if you have a space close to the spacing of your feeder 
conductors or a bit more, you are in good shape. If you were running 1000 
watts, I would say space it more than if you are running 5 watts. 


If the ground plane was too far away from the vertical element, you would 
not have it as effective as a reference for the vertical. Thus, you would 
NOT want to have a ground plane or screen on the earth, and ground the coax 
shield to it there, and then have the coax go up to a second story where you 
might have placed a vertical element on the roof. Now that is an extreme 
example but pretty clear with it, the intervening feedline would terribly 
interact with the antenna and ground plane and detune things.

1. Put a heavy duty fiberglas reinforced cutoff wheel on the 
mandrel of your Moto tool, then mark the line where you want 
to cut and c-clamp a straight edge stick about 1/4 inch 
thick, lying parallel to the desired cut. Then use the

straightedge to guide your hand and the cutting wheel to cut 
the board any depth you want. 


Just cut about 80 percent through the board from the non 
foil side. Now fold the board on the cut and you have made 
two walls of a long box with the intact foil on the fold 
holding the two walls together and providing shielding 
inside the box.

It might be worth looking at the literature on camouflage. Varying the 
colour randomly along the wire should make it even more difficult to see.

Gang, 


For those who have an MFJ-971 tuner (or the like), you might be 
interested in a modification I just made that allows the tuner to work on 
160 meters with my 133 foot HB Windom antenna. Before this modification 
I could not get the antenna to load up on 160 meters. 


I discovered that it was necessary to increase the capacitance on the 
antenna capacitor by about 550 picofarads. So I added two SPST 
micro-switches (RS# 275-624a) so that I could switch-in two capacitors. 
One capacitor is 200 pf and the other is 400 pf. Thus I have continous 
coverage from a few pf (with the switches open) to 800 pf. if both are 
closed. I can add 200 or 400 or 600 pf (both sw closed) to the antenna 
side of the T-network. 


Altho I did the same thing to the transmitter side of the tuner, it 
turned out that I did not need more capacitance on that side of the 
circuit for this particular antenna. 


Another thing I discovered was that the entire coil was not being used 
because the top tap of the coil was not at the end of the final turn of 
the coil. I also moved this connection and now have an additional 9/10 
of a turn on the coil. 


Hope someone can benefit from this.
